Husk and Crib Soft Corn 'fective Oct 
If the corn is reasonably mature j 
when frosted, with moisture contents j 
of 26 to 35 percent, it may be husked 
and cribbed. Special attention is nec- 
essary, however, both in' handling 
the corn in providing air circulation, 
to keep it from spoiling. The follow- 
ing recommendations are offered as 
the best-known safeguard against 
loss or excessive damage: 

1. Husk the corn clean. Husks and 
silks tend to hold moisture and pre- 
vent free circulation of air through 
cribbed corn. All rotten or extreme- 
ly wet ears should be discarded. 

2. Distribute the corn evenly as 
the crib is filled. A great deal of 
damage has been observed directly 
under the elevator spout, where the 
pile is more compact and ' whore . 
there is an accumulation of husks, 
silks, dirty shelled corn and broken 
kernels. This material prevents the 
circulation of air which is necessary 
for drying. 

3. Salt the corn when it is cribbed, 
(doubtful value). Salting is highly 
recommended ' by some

"The Public Has Kind of a CrawhV 
Common Sense, Only It's Slow — 

The question many a returned serviceman 
been asking — what happened to all steaks and roasts? — 
is given an, 'answer, at least to- the extent of 1,500 
pounds, in a Chicago Tribune story on a senate war in- 
vestigating committee's discoveries. 

The story, written by William Moore, reports that 
"Sen Ferguson (It., Mich.) charged that the navy is 
responsible" for -the theft of a million dollars' worth of 
its supplies, which he said are being sold on the black 
market in Hawaiian taverns, hot dog stands, and souve- 
mir shops. 

"Chairman. Mead (D., N. Y.) reprimanded .two ad- 
mirals on behalf of the committee for the laxity of the 
navy's investigation of its own scandals 

"Mcad» told the admirals that a navy enlisted man 
got a deck court for having a 25 cent can of meat and 
noodles, 'while an officer who took 1,500 pounds of 
roasts and steaks goes free.' .... 

"The charge that the navy has permitted meats 
and otiier foodstufifs to be diverted -to the Hawaiian 
black market. .... came at hearing on the case of 
Comdr. Laurence Blodgett, until recently commander 
of a navy ammunition depot at Pearl -Harbor 

"The meat arid butter, marked as Blodgett's per- 



sonal property, were found last February in a Pearl 
■Harbor navy refrigerator by Lt. Col. Iven C. Stickney, 
a marine ispector. Stickney reported the matter, accord- 
ing to the navy, and promptly got a low efficiency rat- 
ing and a transfer to inactive duty from officer in 
charge." 

Looks like after bhe events of Dec. 7, 1941, there 
really shouldn't have been the necessity for more than 
one Pearl Harbor investigation. 

In view of the sacrifice and heroism shown by 
so many in our armed forces, we wonder 1iow others 
who have been guilty of such contemptible deeds as 
those described in Moore's story, and who have so cal- 
lously and with such astounding gall thwarted the con- 
scientious endeavors of officers like Stickney to do 
their duty — we wonder how they can ever feel right 
within their own minds, to say nothing of looking their 
comrades in the service, or the people at home, in the 
face. 

We are prepared for treachery from the enemy, 
but (hardly from our own people. The greed and care- 
lessness, the wilful appropriation by an individual of 
that which belongs to the nation, as brought out in the 
investigation reported by Moore — these are hardly in 
keeping, we believe, with the pledges of loyalty which 
Blodgett must have made when he entered on his duties 
with the navy. i 

No doubt others were implicated, and no doubt 
also, this was not an isolated instance. The fact that an 
Admiral McCain can drive himself to the point of -fatal 
exhaustion in "his unceasing efforts to win victory 
makes all the more shocking the dereliction of an of- 
ficer who should by right have been supporting him 
(and the other officers and men of our country's forces)' 
to the full extent of his ability- all the more reprehensi- 
ble. 

We do not believe that the comrades of those 
who died or were injured; the home folks who saw sons, 
husbands or fathers leave, with the expectation [ that 
they might not return, and who did without their little 
luxuries and worked long hours in order to do their 
own part — we do not believe that they will look with 
^approval on the actions of those who would steal that 
which had been entrusted to them for safekeeping. 

But we believe that they will he well pleased 
with the news conveyed in the last paragraph's of 
Moore's story — 

"The committee heard a letter from Adm. NimLtz 
in which he. blistered the court martial for acquitting 
Blodgett, and Blodgett for his part in the situation when 
meats were being supplied 'at great sacrifice* by the 
people of the United States. 

"Blodgett has been retired. 

"As for Stickney, 'the old ibuttinsky': 

"Well, he has been cited for devotion to duty, 
promoted to colonel, and — , 

"Named as the expert who will investigate the 
Hawaiian area under the supervision of Adm. Doyle."

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Soft Corn . . . 



(Continued from Page 1) 
operator must depend upon the vari- 
ous methods of gating maximum na- 
tural air movement through the corn. 
Adapting Cribs for Soft Corn 
Since a great! deal of water must be 
removed from soft corn, ordinary 
cribs must be modified to provide 
additional air circulation. Following 
are the principal recommendations 
for making such changes: 

1. Use an A^Shaped frame length- 
wise through the center of the crib. 
The purpose of the A frame is to ad- 
mit air to the center of the crib and 
reduce the distance through the mass 
of corn to 4 : feet or less at any point. 

2. Build an a'ir duct to divide the 
crib. The natural air movement can 
be increased by erecting a division 
lengthwise through the center of the 
crib. A double wall can be made us- 
ing 2 inch by 4-inch or 2 dnch by 6 
inch, upright and regular cribbing, 
wire, or snow fence covering. The di- 
vision should be about one foot wide. 
The ends of the crib should be open 
to admit air to the ventilator. 

3. Use a method of opening air 
passages as the corn seEles. Placing 
posts, rails, planks, or board braces 
in a slanting position, resting against 
the walls and spaced at intervals 
through the crib, will allow air ducts 
to be opened under them as the corn 
settles. This arrangement provides 
space for the center to the outside 
walls through which warm moist air 
will be removed. 

Feeding Soft Corn 
•Experience has shown that soft 
corn should be fed before warm 
spring weather or else much of it will 
mold and lose feeding value. For 
best results lhe J badly molded car3 
should bs sorted oiit. 

Although each pound of dry matter 
in soft corn has about as much feed- 
ing value as each pound of dry mat- 
ter in hard corn, stock will not eat 
enough of the low grade 4 corn to get 
fat quickly. Its value per bushel de- 
pends upon the percentage of mois- 
ture. For feeding to steers, calves 
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and hogs, a bushel of soft corn is us- 
ually worth not more than two-thirds 
of the price of hard corn. It is worth- 
less for lambs. It-is not - safe to feed 
it to horses.
